ated today, a bulletin issued

Jowed a statement earlier in the 
day to Radio South Africa by 
Dr. Chris N. Barnard, leader of 
the heart transplant team, that 
Washkansky had shown signs of 
improvement.

Washkansky’s lungs were re- 
sponding to treatment and his 
chances of recovery were good. 
Groote Schuur Hospital earlier 
issued a bulletin saying there 
was no change in Washkansky’s 
condition and that he remained 
seriously ill.” 
Surgeons at first took the 
pneumonia as a sign that the 55- 
year-old wholesale grocers’ body 
might be rejecting the new 
heart, taken from a 25-year-old 
woman killed in a car crash. 


COMPLICATIONS AROSE 

Then came an added compli- 
vation. Doctors reported Wash- 
kansky’s white blood cell count 
had fallen dangerously low and 
Tuesday gave him heavy trans- 
fusions of white blood cells to 
make up the deficiency. 

A hospital spokesman re- 
ported a slight improvement in 
the patient's condition Tuesday 
following the white cell trans- 
fusions. 

Today the hospital's hemta- 
tology department head, Dr. R. 
5S. Mibashan, said: “There has

S AUSTRALIA RECOVERS 
from the tragic drowning 
death of Prime Minister Holt, and 
Commonwealth and South Pacific 
national leaders gather in Melbourne 
with President Johnson to render 
tribute to their friend and ally, the 
question of his successor gains 
prominence and invites controversy. 
Deputy Prime Minister McEwen 
has been installed as interim leader 
of the government but has made it 
clear that.a permanent appointment 
must be made early in January, 
There are.complications. For nearly 
twenty years Australia has been 
governed by a coalition of the Lib- 
eral and Country parties. In elec- 
tions a year ago the Liberals won 
61 seats in the House of Represen-

It now devolves upon the Liberal

Mr. Pearson and he Hope for Unity 


T THE heart of this Canadian storm 
centre, all political obituaries of 
Lester Pearson appear premature. In 
Quebec eyes, the crucial event in Mr. 
Pearson's career as

The danger remains that the terms of 
separation may still have to be worked 
out. And it will not be eliminated by a 
single constitutional conference, no 
matter how successful. 


Chance of Success 


But the simple fact that a general 
constitutional conference now. appears to 
have at least some chance of success 
proves how much progress has. been 
made_under the Prime Minister's subtle, 
but cxtremely stubborn and persistent, 
brand of leadership. 

He inherited an impossible situation. 

In Quebec the heady euphoria of the 
quiet revolution was in full flood. Rene 
Levesque had just won his ‘‘maitres-chez- 
nous” campaign for the nationalization 
of electricity. Everything seemed 
possible and all obstacles seemed 
intolerable. 

Tnis Quebéc was determined to 
conguer an ever-broader autonomy that 
could only end — although the inevitable 
end was not as clear to some of the 
leading spirits then as if is now — in 
some form cf independence. 

The rest of Canada was unwilling to 
believe that the country faced a crisis. 

Net. only was there no evident 
willingness to accommodate Quebec’s 
autonomist aims by compromise — 
, Which, might im any case have been 
impossible; for, as Rene Levesque said 
later, Quebec was learning that ‘‘the 
appetite comes in feeding.” 

But it was also evident that English- 


~speaking Canada was not ready to offer 


an aiternative outlet for French-Cana- 
dian ‘aspirations in the form of equality 
for. the two _ angueges throughout the 
country. 


Mr. Pearson’s achievement is that in 
the years it has taken the rest of Canada 
to mcve tentatively toward accepting the 
idea cf bilingualism he has managed to 
contain Quebec’s autonomist drive, yield- 
ing only enough to prevent anything 
being broken beyond repair, but elso 
engaging in brinkmanship when neces- 
sary to resist Quebec demands that 
amounted to thinly-veiled plans for 
independence. 

Although the Pearson government has 


are among Mr. Pearson’s most loyal 
supporters, But they are also painfully 
aware, from the bitter attacks they face 
from many of their constituents, that 
Quebce nationalism regards the Pearson 
government’s Quebec policy of the last 
two years as excessively rigid. 


Quebec Check 


In the last two years the effective 
expansion of Quebec powers has been 
brought to a standstill and held there, in 
spite of nationalist sentiment that—has 
steadily mounted and as steadily evolved 
toward separatism. 

As a result no bridges have been 
burned and, now that English-speaking 
Canada appears ready to consider 
effective bilingualism beyond the borders 
of Quebec, it is not too late to hope that 
Quebec will prefer this bilingual Canada 
to unlingual independence. 

That hope will be tested at the 
constitutional conference this winter. 


A major threat to the success of this 
conference has been the possibility that 
it could be sidetracked from its purpose 
of seeking a constitutional solution, and 
become merely a preparatory 
manoeuvre for the next federal election 
fight. 


Stronger Johnson Voice 


ale machine, Premiér Daniel Johnson is 
in a position to have a major woice,

Under these circumstances there will

Backlash ; 


Nor does the matter end there, by 
any means. For various practical 
reasons, Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
has just cancelled a planned appearance 
at Leland Stanford University, where the 
more extreme local “Peace” groups 
were busily preparing for an outburst to 
end all outbursts. But short of exposing 
cabinet officers to actual mayhem, it is 
known that the President is far from 
averse to inviting other outbursts of this 
sort in the confident and quite reason- 
able expectation: that- they will both 
harden and infiame the opinion in the 


country revealed by Louis Harris. 

It can be seen; then, why the attack 
on the President from the left is most 
unlikely. to cost him many votes 
additional to those he would never get 
anyway.

Barring a miracle, to begin with, it 
appears that the wily but self-obsessed 
Wallace will proceed with his plans for a 
third-party candidacy, come hell or high 
water. According to those who should 
know, he is not mainly thinking of 1968.;

licans nominate, moreover, the Wallace _

The Republican with the least to lose 
to Wallace would be Gov.

Rockefeller of New York, who’ could 
hardly expect to pull many southern 
votes anyway, and would have to fight it 
out with Lyndon Johnson, toe to toe, in 
the hig northern industrial states. As for 
candirtates vowed to the rightwing 
Republicans’ “Southern Strategy," such 
as former vice-president Richard “M. 
Nixon ami Gov. Ronald Reagan of 
California, Wallace would be hemiock 
and ceadly nightshade for them. 

For with Wallace in the race, his 
third party would take the more anti- 
Negro States of the old “Solid South.”

_ Exciting Discovery 
In Etruscan Tomb

ROME—A team of Belgian 
archaeologists which spent 
four years excavating Etrus- 
can sites near Viterbo, a few 
miles north of Rome, has 
recently made its most im- 
portant discovery to date. 

In the burial chambers of 
an Etruscan prince has been 
found a decorated bronze 
chariot, complete with helm 
nd wheels, and the remains 
of two sacrificial horses. 

The discovery enables ar- 
chaeologists to reconstruct the 
events of a tragic day some 
six centuries before Christ. 

Professor ,. the 44 
year-old leader of the Belgian 
mission, was at work on the 
site at Ischia di Castro in the 
late afternoon when his trowel 
struck -a solid object. It was 
one of the handgrips on the 
chariot’s side. 

Prof. Poupe immediately 
notified the local Antiquities 
Superintendent and carabi- 
nieri arrived to guard the site 
overnight. An early start was 
made next. morning and by 
midday the chariot had 
emerged from its casing of 
earth.

“In the past four years we 
have brought to light many 
vases, a funeral urn and an 
amphitheatre,” said Prof. 
Poupe. “But this was, I saw 
at Once, our greatest success. 
We were all tremendously 
excited.” ’ 

The. chariot was 12 feet 
long, including the oak shafts, 
which were partly rotted. It 
still had its wooden wheels 
with their iron rims at- 
tached—something never be- 
fore discovered. 

The ends of the axles, 
protruding beyond the wheels 
were perforated, presumably 
to hold knife blades which 
would turn the vehicle into an 
armored car in time of war. 

The professor and his help- 
ers sketched out a reconstruc- 
tion, for my benefit, of the 
funeral rites of this Etruscan 
prince; who probably fell to a 
Jance-throw in an armed clash 
amid this rolling, wooded 
countryside more than 2,500 
years ago. 

The prince’s aides would 
encircle the corpse to save it 
from despoliation by the at- 
tackers, then take it back to 
the city for burial with full 
honors.

After being washed by the 
women and dressed in its 
finest armor the body would 
be carried to the main square 
and. plated upright on a 
throne beneath a canopy. In 
crested helmet, wearing his 
bronze breast-plate decorated 
with silver, his arms and 
armor by his side, the dead 
prince would preside over the 
funeral games held in his 
honor. 

These were lively affairs 
with women as well as men 
on the stands watching the 
naked athletes run, wrestle 
end fight. Eventually to the 
music of flute and lyre a 
cortege of athletes, dancers 
and- priests accompanied the 


prince's corpse, on its chariot 
led by two black horses, 
towards the temple and from 
there to the River Olpeta. 

Taken from the car, the 
body was laid on a funeral 
bed and carried down a 
narrow corridor into the pre- 
pared tomb, excavated 15 feet 
below the earth. 

The wooden bier was laid on 
a stone platform. Next to it 
werc placed all the prince’s 
most valued possessions— 
decorated vases, necklaces 
and ornaments of precious 
stones. and bronze and his 
weapons. 

e 


After the final homage, the 
door would be closed with 
heavy stone slabs. The ‘black 
horses would be driven down 
into the corridor and there 
sacrificed by the priest, so 
that they might accompany 
the prince into the unknown. 
The whole tomb would then be 
buried under a mound of 
earth. 


When Prof. Poupe opened 
this tomb ,he hoped naturally 
to find some of these vah- 
ables: -but tomb-robbers—of 
medieval times, hé believes— 
had been there first..On the 
funeral bed lay the prince’s 
shattered . skull, without its 
helmet. His bones kay scat- 
tered on the floor amid 
fragments of broken pottery. 
The arms, armor and jewel- 
lery were gone. 

“Near the entrance, how- 
ever, I found a _ cornelian 
scarab. engraved with a doe 
suckling her kid and mounted 
in gold,” Prof. Poupe said. 

Seeking the remains of the 
sacrificial horses, Poupe had 
little luck at first. He was 
considering abardoning the 
hunt when he came across the 
bit of a horse in the entrance 
corridor. Another half-day had 
uncovered the two skeletons, 


The chariot ‘isself, after 
being painstakingly covered in 
a cast of resin and chalk— 
with particular care over the 
almost calcified wheels—has 
left aboard a _ truck for 
restoration in Rome in the 
religious care of archaeolo- 
gists. 

The Etruscan burial places 
were designed for the prac- 
tical use of the dead. It was 
believed that departed con- 
tinued: to lead a _ kind of 
existence similar to that of 
men on earth, in which they 
would need chairs to sit on, 
arms for their defence and 
paintings on their walls. 

Tomb-robbing—both medie- 
val and contemporary—has 
caused incalculable losses to 
research. 

Philologists, to take one 
ease, have constantly sought 
some inscription which, like 
the Egyptian Rosetta Stone, 
could at last break the riddle 
of the still undeciphered 
Etruscan language. As time 
passes and Etrurian excava- 
tions become more complete, 
the likelihood that such a key 
has been destroyed increases.

Nor does the lack of sales 
overseas indicate that other 
reactor - designs have out- 
classed ours. But the fact that 
Canada does not yet have a 
working commercial ~reactor 
is an embarrassment to the 
company that is trying to sell 
them abroad—Canadian Gen- 
eral Electric. And the sooner 
Douglas Point can be made to 
operate properly, the better. 

Both AECL and CGE re- 
main convinced of the worth 
and potential of the Canadian 
reactor concept. 

“The basic reason for build- 
ing these reactors is to have a 
suitable system for Canadian 
conditions, not for export,” 
said John S. Foster, vice- 
president, Power Projects, 
AECL, recently. “We have 
every reason to think that this 
is a good type of plant for a 
leng time to come for 
Canada.”’ 

Why this dogged insistence 
or, the Tightness of the 
Canadian design? 


Lots of Fuel 


The reasons are’ both his- 
torical and environmental. 
Canada originally chose a 
design. that used natural 
uranium rather than enriched 
uranium for fuel because we 
had vast stores of uranium 
but no enrichment plants. The 
United States, on the other 
hand, had less uranium, but 
the extremely expensive en- 
richment plants were already 
built for producing nuclear 
weapons. 

Furthermore, economic 
conditions differ in the two 
countries. While the capital 
cost of the CANDU-type re- 
actor is high, capital chargés 


_in Canada-are lower than in 


the United States generally 
because some of the major 
utilities here are publicly, 
rather than privately, owned. 

On the other hand the fuel 
costs for the Canadian reactor 
are much lower than for those 
types requiring enriched fuels. 

“The situation in the Prov- 
ince of Ontario,” said J. L, 
Gray, president of AECL 
during a Japan-Canada con- 
ference last month, “‘gives us 
nearly ideal conditions for the 
application of the CANDU 
system. 

As for breeders, Dr. W. B. 
Lewis, “vit@&president (scien- 
tific) of AECL, contends there 
is mo need for .Canada to 
engage in their development 
because of the low cost of 
uranium and the possibility of 
reducing fuel costs even 
further in future, 


Recycling

Power Demonstrator (NPD) 
reactor at Rolphton, Ont.,

1962. But it is much smailer-” 


—20 megawatts com pared 
with CANDU’s 200. And some 
potential buyers feel there is 
too great a difference for 
direct comparison. 

This means CGE has the 
job of trying to sell.a product 
that has not yet been proved 
out under operating condi- 
tions. 

Mr. Foster resents implica- 
tions that Canada is losing out 
in overseas sales of the 
CANDU reactor. While it is 
true Canada has’ not sold a 
reactor to any country, it has 
not lost sales because some 
other exporter sold a different 
type. 

In the last analysis, the 
question of whether Canada 
has chosen the right reactor 
will only be answered after 
Douglas Point has been in 
operation.for some time. ;

Russia Fears Romania 


As Kremlin Talks Not Fruitful

MOSCOW—The Soviet Union 
stands at the brink of a major 
crisis with independent Com- 
rounist Romania, which might 
prove as fateful as Moscow's 
break with Yugoslavia 20 
years ago. 

The next moves on both 
sides remained unclear after 
Kremlin summit talks last 
week, led by Russia's Leonid 
Brezhnev and Romania's 
Nicolae Ceausecu, failed to 
clear the air of Romanian 
charges that the Soviet Union 
was applying economic pres- 
sures because of the political 
differences between the two 
countries. 

Unofficial + Soviet sources 
reported that Brezhnev and 
other Soviet leaders would go 
to Bucharest in January in a 
Jast-<ditch attempt to heal the 
breach, 

However, Romanian seurces 
said they had heard nothing of 
a visit so soon. It would be 
more logical, they said, for 
the Russians to come after 
the Budapest. international 
Communist ‘consultative 
meeting’ scheduled for late 
February. 

GOOD TERMS 

The’ Budapest meeting re- 
mains one of the main 
subjects of disagreement be- 
tween the Soviet Union, 
strongly promoting a world 
Communist conference, and 
Romania, which suspects the 
Soviet purpose to be the 
production of a joint policy 
declaration unacceptable to 
China, with which Romania
